at a brows e r application, ins e rting a uniqu e identifier into 

th e address, th e uniqu e id e ntifi e r b e ing uniqu e for each r e qu e st of th e pag e by th e 

brows e r application, th e unique identifier prev e nting th e brows e r application from loading th e 
pag e from th e cach e ; and 

from the brows e r application, transmitting a r e quest with the addr e ss and the 

uniqu e identifi e r to retri e v e th e stor e d page from the sourc e r e gardl e ss of wh e th e r the browser 
application is configur e d to load pag e s from th e cache. 

receiving, at a client having a local cache, input related to a request for content of 
a web page, the request including an address for the web page; 
in response to receiving the input: 

determining, at the client, whether there is content associated with the web 
page in the local cache; 

if there is content associated with the web page in the local cache, 
inserting a unique identifier into the address; and 

transmitting the request to a server. 

14. (Currently Amended) The articl e computer program product of claim 13, wh e r e in th e 
instructions d e fine the addr e ss to include a Univ e rsal Resourc e Locator (URL) to cont e nt of at 
l e ast a portion of a w e b pag e further comprising: 
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computer-readable program code segments, stored on the medium, for determining 

whether the received input comprises either an event requesting a currently-displayed web page 
to be refreshed or an event requesting navigation to a previously-displayed web page .

30. (Currently Amended) An articl e of manufacture A computer program product , 
comprising: 

a comput e r usabl e m e dium computer-readable memory device ; 

a s e t of comput e r op e rating instructions e mbodi e d computer-readable program code 
segments, stored on the medium, including instructions for a method of displaying dynamic pag e 
cont e nt in a pag e caching brows e r capabl e of loading pag e s for display from a cach e , comprising 
instructions for: 

sp e cifying an addr e ss to a pag e stor e d at a s e rv e r, wh e r e th e pag e cont e nt is 
dynamically bas e d on a stat e associat e d with a brows e r s e ssion; 

at a brows e r application in r e spons e to a navigation e v e nt, ins e rting a uniqu e 

id e ntifi e r into th e addr e ss, th e uniqu e id e ntifi e r b e ing uniqu e for e ach navigation to th e pag e by 
th e brows e r application; and 

from th e brows e r application, e x e cuting a function with th e addr e ss and th e 

uniqu e id e ntifi e r to caus e th e stor e d pag e to b e load e d from th e s e rv e r r e gardl e ss of wh e th e r th e 
brows e r application is configur e d to load pag e s from th e cach e 

receiving, from a client having a local cache, a request for content of a first web 
page, the request including a first address, the request also including a request for transmission of 
a second web page; and 

in response to receiving the request for content 

transmitting a message redirecting the client to the second web page, the 

message including a second address with a unique identifier . 

3 1 . (New) The computer program product of Claim 30, further comprising: 
computer-readable program code segments, stored on the medium, for receiving, from the 

client, a request for content of the second web page, the request including the second address 
with the unique identifier. 
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32. (New) A method, comprising: 

receiving, at a client having a local cache, input related to a request for content of a web 
page, the request including an address for the web page; 

in response to receiving the input: 

determining, at the client, whether there is content associated with the web page 
in the local cache; 

if there is content associated with the web page in the local cache, inserting a 
unique identifier into the address; and 

transmitting the request to a server. 

33. (New) The method Claim 32, wherein determining whether there is content associated 
with the web page in the local cache comprises: 

determining whether the received input comprises either an event requesting a currently- 
displayed web page to be refreshed or an event requesting navigation to a previously-displayed 
web page. 

34. (New) A method comprising: 

receiving, from a client having a local cache, a request for content of a first web page, the 
request including a first address, the request also including a request for transmission of a second 
web page; and 

in response to receiving the request for content: 

transmitting a message redirecting the client to the second web page, the message 
including a second address with a unique identifier. 

35. (New) A method according to Claim 34 further comprising: 

receiving, from the client, a request for content of the second web page, the request 
including the second address with the unique identifier. 
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
